ICE-WATER. 


"Ice-water, the musical tinkling of 


which In the corridors is the most 
characteristic sound of the American 
caravanserai," has long had the at- 
tention of sanitarians, to whom the 
idea natuialiy occurred that If the 
ice added to the water was impure, 
serious consequences would result. 


In spite of the fact that ice may 


at times contain very .considerable 
numbers of bacteria, only a surpris- 
ingly small number of epidemics have 
been charged to infected ice; and a 
careful eramination of the reports 
leaves upon the student the impres- 
sion that the dangers of polluted ice 
have probably been exaggerated. 


Briefly stated, the more Important 


facts regarding ice as a vehicle of 
infectious 
disease appear to be as 


follows.

individual bacteria survive exposure

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WILL PUMP DIRT BY 


PIPE TO BUILD DAM 


First Monthly Reports Shows Big Progress and Big 


Saving on Cement and Steel 


Sluicing the dirt on to the embank- 


ment which will constitute the earth 
formation of the big water impound- 
ing dam probably will be the method 
which will be adopted 
for moving 


much of the material which will be 
used for that purpose. 


The dirt will be pumped through 


long pipes from the river bottom, or 
from the lowlands which can be made 
wt, with big pumps and poured over 
what will become the embankment of 
the dam. 
Thus the dirt will settle 


solidly as the water drains out from 
it and the embankment n-ill be built 
up. 


TO SAVE 510,000. 


This method will make a saving to 


the city of nearly $10,000 after the 
contracting firm has been protected 
In the cost of the additional machin- 
ery needed for this purpose. The ac- 
tual cost of moving the dirt by this 
pumping process has been figured by 
the engineers on the work as being 
»bout J12.000 less than by the usual 
process and tamping. The machinery 
needed for the job will cost about 
$2,500 more than for the old method 
but the saving will be so great that 
the city will be justified In protect- 
ing the contractors on that difference 
in price. 


This was the most important de- 


velopment given in the first monthly 
report submitted by Pearse, Greeley 
* Hansen, supervising engineers, to 
the city council Monday morning. 


ENTIRE FIRM PRESENT. 


The report was read by Mr. Greeley 


and both Langdon Pearse and Paul 
Hanssn, the other members of the 
firm, were 
present. 
The report 


showed that by the early purchase of 
the cement, 30,000 barrels, a saving 
of forty-five cents a barrel had been 
effected and other savings by the pur- 
chase of used steel piling and lumber 
were shown in the report. 


After 
the formal reading of the 


document Mr. Greeley spoke of the 
unusual progress which had been 
made and of the better foundation of 
firm soil that had been uncovered by 
the stripping, better than had been 
expected. 


PEARSE WELL PLEASED 


Mr. Pearse was then asked by 


Mayor Borchers if he did not have 
something to say and he was very 
strong in his congratulations to the 
city on the progress -which had been 
made on the work here. 


Considering the railroad conditions 


Mr. Pearse said that progress here 
had been remarkable. 
In Chicago, 


said the engineer, 
conditions were 


such that progress on many projects 
was almost nothing. 
"Things go so
